This man is still alive and may 
be asked to tell why the . British 
rule in Egypt assigneti him for 
such a job.

Senator Walker's vote was 103,596, 
compared with 27,942 for the May- 


or. 
877, compared with 
21,311. In Brooklyn, the Mayor's 
home borough, Senato r Walker 
won 65,584 votes, while the Mayor's 
was 60,959. The Mayor carrie. 
Queens with 31,627 votes to Walk- 
er’s 28,266,°and in Richmond the 
Mayor received 12,197, compared 
with .Walker’s 6256... Walker's ‘té- 
tal vote was 249,579, Hylan’s 154,- 
036. 

Frank D. Waterman, Republican 
mayoralty candidate, led his near- 
est competitor, John J. Lyons, by 
96,924 votes. The vote was: Wa- 
terman, 113,682; Lyons, 
William M. Bennett, 4494.

James E. Finegan, independent 
Democrat and candidate for Con- 
troller, and Alderman George U.

Waterman swamped John J. Ly- 
ons, who came within 8000 votes 
of defeating Alfred E. Smith for 
Sheriff, and carried the city by 
more than 500,000 five years ago 
as candidate for Secretary of State. 

Waterman was victor in the first 
Republican primary in which every 
district leader loyally supported 
the designee of the organization. 
The leaders of the party as they 
sat with Waterman receiving re- 
turns were jubilant.

During the two months’ period) 
since the ordipance providing for 
charging a fee for use of the city 
tennis courts and golf links in For- | 
est Park became effective, the Park 


Department has collected. $29,- 
022.50 from persons using the mu- 


nicipal courts and golf links. 
A total of 4400 annual tennis per- 


mits, at $1 each, and 1617 golf per- 
niits, at $20 each, have been sol‘. 
The golf permits include those pur- 
chased by 830 members of Triple: 
A, which maintains a nine-hole 
course in Forest. Park. The re- 
mainder of the money has been 
paid by golfers without annual per- 
mits, for whom a charge of 25 
cents is made for the nine-hole 
course and 50 cents for the 18-hoie 
course. 

The money derived from aale of 
golf and tennis permits is require 
by the ordinance to be expended on 
the public golf links and tennis 
courts. Several greens on both golf 
courses are being rebullt as an ini- 
tial step to improve the two 
courses.

Complaint Alleges Meat Sok? As 
Kosher Is Not Prepared Ac- 
cording to Religious Re- 
quirements. 

A suit to enjoin certain Jewish 
packers and butchers from dis- 
tributing and selling meat, which 
they represent as kosher, was 
filed in the Circuit Court yester- 
day by Wolf Mitnick and Jacob 
Margol, Jewish retail butchers.
